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NOTE: The Saucer Review analyzes flying saucer reports using as a 
working theory, not as a definitely established fact, that they are 
caused by one or more extra-terrestial life forms. This in turn is 
based upon a careful study of the various books and Journals on the 
subject, including the works of Charles Fort; during this study, 1 fact 
seems to definitely back this theory, with much more unexplained data 
apparently backing it.

Roth the January 1950 explosion and December 1951 bright light arc 
nearly impossible to cxplain on the basis of natural phenomena, and 
explanations appear vory contrived at best. Both datcs would be vory 
good timcs for a spaccship crossing, since the ships would merely have 
to be fircd with suffichcicnt velocity to cscape Mars gravity: they 
would then more or less 'fall! or dr ft toward Farth, sinco our planct 
was bohind Mars in its orbit, end cat’ ching up to it, and we would 
more or less intercept any object thrown from Mars surface.

Tho 
other is that they wore not purposely donc, but e sccondary offect of 
some other oceurranee, possibly the rockot exhaust of a vast sauccr 
flceot, or moro probably, a amaller flect of huge spaceships carrying

: Signifiesnce of this report. 

One of the chiof difficultirs most people have in accepting tho 
oxtra-torrestial or inter-planctary. origin of sauecrs, is that nothing 
really suggests such an origin: thoy Just appear to be mystcrious 
objects flying thru our skics, 

While Keyhoc did a fino job in corplotely disproving all possible 
terecstial thoorics of origin, US and forign aircraft, astronomical 
and weather objocts, he did not offor a vory strong basis for the 
extra-terrestial origin, other than reprating several pages from Charles 
Fort, and giving sone vory woak theoretical pages that Mars or Star 
Wolf 359 might bo thoir actual origin. His forto was primarily that of 
gathering facts against thoir origin, not for it, loaving tho oxtra- 
torrestial thcory the only valid possibility.

airforce allowed them to be r:leascd, do make them important in 2 
historical sense, since they mark tho long awsited, but conpletoly 
inevitable changeover in policy. This changeover had been heralded by 
several small unimportant releases both prior to this Feb 18 release 
and following it, and will be carefully discussed in a special section 
in the next issue. It is quite obvious, however, they expected 
important saucer activity after Feb. 18, sinec thoy have a reason for 
doing things as much as anyone I vecliove it was the 
expected saucer repepbyatare ee OPPOSITION.

an carly issuc of Doubt, and is listcd as follows; 

398° at, 79¢° Lone 
Object resembling on aviator with parachute, appeared 
falling into 2 nearby impenetrable swanp between Veymouth 
and Hammonton, A check of all nearby airports found no 
airplane and aviators mirssins, all amounted for. Search 
by all availnble troopers and residents of both towns 
found nothing. Originally observed by residents in both 
cities on opposite sides of swamps 

This report is ovon more difficult to cxplnin than the Hampton report 
since weather balloona wore not in heavy usein 1931, and no aircraft 
were missing, These reports appear to be similar to the 'falling 
airplanes!, but no explanation can be precisely siven for cithor yet. 
CONCLUSION! Probably a deflated balloon, possibly a slow landing sauccr 
or material ejccted from a sauccre 


J & K LOS ANGELES, California: Sound posribly caused by a jet plane, 
put “none known flying or scen flying. There was no light flash or 
atrenk as would have occurred if object was a meteor. These were the 
sccond and third explosions over Los Angeles 4n a month, with similar 
explosions over same area about 1 year bcford. 

CONCLUSION: Probably serial sound signals from seuccrs, possibly 
jot plane or saucer passing thru supersonic barricn. 


#16 SHREVEPORT, Louisiana: Sphorical shape, and brilliant light do 

not rosomblc any airplane. The groen color is oxtromely rare in metoor 
history, the noisclessness of ruch a large object vory rarc, and its 
slow speed in being watched from 20 to 50 scconds, is unknown in motcor 
history. (This object appoar to bo the 16 groen fireballs or signal 
rockc ts mentioned by LaPaz. It is intercating to note it occumed almost 
2 yoars to tho day after tho January 1950 Close Venus Inferior 
Goncunction, and is spparently another fact linking these green objects 
to astronomical cvents. 

CONCLUSION: Probably another green signal sauccr, a slight possibility 
of boing a matoor. 


#17 ORANGE FREE STATE, South Africas Insufficient information, since 
original clipping has only 5 or 6 sentences, and only pravtial conclusin 
can be reached. The Jan 30th warn not a metcor shower dato, and as a 
goneral rule motcors appear singly, not in 'barrnages!, and ite 
occurrence during thie poriod of a sudden incrense in 'meteors!' and 
explosions, and saucore does appear suspicious at the least, 
GCNCLUSION: Probably » meteor shower, slight possibility of signal 
snucer rockets. 


L, CONCORD TOWNSHIP, Ponnsylvania: Object di@ not resemble pny known 


weather device, but might have been an unusuel kite, although origin is

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M BUFFALO, New York: Tho third falling objcct. No known explosions, 
80 object could not have been blown there. Meteors are irregularly 
shaped, and sre conglomorations of stonc and iron, not smooth cgg-shapal 
objects made of lead. While the airline companies explanation seems 
acceptable, no plancs was locatcd with this part missing and no one saw 
a plenc flying over. 
CONCLUSION: Probably an airplanc part, possibly of unknown origin from 
e saucer, similar to the English iccblocks. 


N DANBURY, Connecticut: Number of jct planes capable of supersonic 
flight are very few in number, none secn flying at time, or known in 
area. No dynamiting projects in progress, and no fires mentioned,nor 
damage or wreckage found if there had been a local explosion, 
CONCLUSION: Possibly an acrial signal, possibly a jct or saucer passing 
thru sound barricr. 


FORT WORTH, Texas; Fourth frlling object. No known oxplosions, that 
could have thrown material there. Meteoric material 1s usually stony 
or stony with iron mixed in it, not metal shreds. . The airforce docs not 
use small moteonl shred for radar jamming, although it would be carried 
and used outnide the US, there being no reason to uec it here, and drop 
4t indiscriminately over civilian property. Tho size of the material 
4g also much smaller than the usual radar etripa. . 
CONCLUSION: Probably a new type of redar strips, possibly of unknown 
or saucer origin. 


#18 DAYTON, Virginia: ‘The winglessnese and noisclessness of the object 
does not correspond to any aircraft flying. The tubular shape, the 
shining of the object insatcad of glowing, and apparent slow specd of 
object making its decription clear, rule out meteor origin. The 
tuoular shape, and short bursts of trcmendous speed, rule out balloons. 
(Oho interesting fact, that the cloud it passcd thru disintegrated afte 
the rocket passed thru, is a new and vory odd one. It sugecsts that the 
cloud wan deliberatly dissipated ., or that some natural quality of the 
ghost rocket, possibly a force or a field eurrounding it, caused its 
dissipation accidentally. The bluish fluorescence has been noticed 
about many of the 'rockctship' type objocts and some saucers, and may 
very well be sonic sort of cnergy force ficld, possibly magnetic or 
gravitational and partially accounts for some extreordinary saucer 
capabilitios. It is known howover, that clouds partinlly depend on 
certain clectrical and magnetic ficlds to keep them in shape, and 
anything of an clecctricsal or magnetic nature could disturb its 
electrical 'satructure!.) 

CONCLUSION: Probably a 'ghost'-rockct, possibly a saucer scen on edge. 


#19 DAYTON - ST. LOUIS: The shape rcecmbler no planc. Information in 

the 8 sentence clipping is insufficient to determine whether 1 balloon 
or motoor was seen, although it was cnlled a balloon, and probsbly was 
watchcd for some time as it crossed sly. 

CONCLUSION: Probably 2 balloon, slight posribility it was a saucer. 


#20 Near LYNCHBURG: Spherical shape, and self-luminosity rule out plane 
theory. It resembled a meteor, but flat path unknown in metcors,and its 
occurrence on day of exception ssucer activity mark it as suspicious. 
The great specd and sclf-luminosity rule out » oon theory. 
CONCLUSION: Probably a sanucor, possibly a matcor. 

( HTED 1952 by E.Rockmorc) 
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#21 LYNCHRURG, Va: The brillisnce and very wnusuel. shape of trail 
rule out jetplane and its short exhaust flames. Object rosembled metcor 
but unusual 27 sccond duration makes theory very doubtful. The great 
prilliance, rapid speed, and » trail rulo out belloon theory. 
CONCLUSION: Probably a saucer, possibly sirnal rocket, possibly meteor 


#22 ALBUQUERQUE, N.M: The bright sclf-luminosity, long thin shapo,and 
ability to hovor motionless rule out aircraft theory. Tho 12 minute 
hovering period, absolutely rulcsout meteors. The brilliance, thinness 
and sudden movement et the cnd of observation rule out balloon thoory. 
(The size of these objects, 136 foot length, does not scem to fit any 
of the 4 basic saucer typor, nlthough it might be on exceptionally 
largo saucer typo.) 

CONCLUSION: Probably a very largo saucor, possibly a 'gshost'rockctship. 


P MENDOZAPROVINCEZ Argentina: There 1s not much information on this 
report, but but 4t scoma likely the Chileans would have known about 
most Argentine constructions and dynamitings near their border thru the 
news services, The shape of the clouds does resemble atomic explosions 
but this would mean acceptine the word of the Areatine dictator that he 
had . really obtaincad a new method of making atomic cncergy. It is very 
doubtful if a single sciontist could really work out all the theories 
needdfor such a discovery, then find all the facts for it, .nd then 

be able to apply it for a practical result, by hinsclf in 3 or 4 yoars. 
It 46 a common characteristic in a dictatorship to create propaganda 
that they have made complctoly new weapons, however, and a faked atomic 
explosion would be along the lines of their ability. While the US is 
not always in.the forefront of atomic and physics esearch, it is 
probable that we would have found the same clues or methods that Dr. 
Richter claims oxists, and the dest sciontific opinion rtates it is 
impossible with known materials and methods. Anothor posribility is 

the clouds wore caused by motcoric explosions, but explosions of such 
size aro cxtremely rare, thie was not . metcor poriod date, andwas a 
period of very hoavy:saucer and 'metcor! activity. It would appear 

to bo anothor signal saucor rocket or explosion for these rearons. 
CONCLUSION: Probably a eienal anucer explosion, possibly a fake blast. 


# 23S. CAROLINA-VIBGINIA: Spherical shrpe, brillisnt luninosity, and 
huge size to be seen over such wider arca rule out aircraft.It had a 
clore resemblance to roeular metcord, but while ordinary fircball meteor 
arerare, this daytime type of metcor fireball is of extreme rareness to 
oe scen in light of dey, this being the 6th or 7th giant fireball in the 
south cast in a year. A second fact is no meteor pieces wore found nor 
positively identificd with it, especially after it apparently exploded 
o¥er the Norfolk aroa, as are found with fireballs of such size. The 
3rd and most interesting fact,is .ita occurrence preciscly 4 years to 
the day aftor the tremendous Kansas daytime cxplosion written up in 
Tate, These 2 are the only 2 daytime firebals in my files for this 
4 year period, both occuring on tho same day, with the first on the 
day of the Mars Opposition, The statistics are tremondously against 
such an occurance occurrine only twice inl460 days, on the same day 
and are not’ oxplainable on a natural statistic basis, but only on 
2 planned or deliberate basis. This would definitely back the signal 
theory of fireballs occurring eith on artronomical cvent days, or on 
anniversaries of then. 
GONCLUSION: Alriost positively a signal rocket or saucer, launched 4 
years to the day after the Feb 18 1948 Mars Opposition. 
#2 GALAX, Va: Shepe. resembled no known planc, Clipping short, and it 
4s difficult to determine w 4t was a metcor or the C.S.-Vareport 
‘ut its decription of ‘shiny red'front doos not resemble same repor 
(COPYRIGHTED 1952 by EB. Rocknore) 
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and the difference in time appears too great. 
CONCLUSION: Possibly another saucer, possibly signsal rocket report 23. 


#25 OTTOBINE, Va: Tapering shape, and its sclf-luminosity resemble no 
known airplane.The apparent slow speed resulting in ease in watching and 
description would rule out metcor, The speed it crossed sky and self- 
luminosity would rule out balloon thsury. (This object also may have 
been the same one as#23, but the timo differences are great, .and its 
eastward path is too different from the northward path of report #23. 
CONCLUSION: Probably a saucer, possibly a ghost rogket. 


#26 LONGVIEW GARDFNS,NC; Insufficient information, but the occurrenco 
of still enothcer large metcor on the same day over the southeadt is vory 
odd, with all the previous reasons mentioned, and probably was a saucer. 
CONCLUSION: Probably a saucer, slight possibility of a mctcor. 


#27 SAVANNAH RIVER, Georgia: Insufficient information in reports, not 
giving the exact time 1t was seen, make this difficult to state 1f it 
was another report, or was the #23 SC.-Va report again. If it was seen 
by a pilot at sea, it seems logicr1 that he watched whatever it was 
burningfor some time, and possibly made several passes over it, to 
doublecheck what he saw ~ a single meteoric flnsh docs not appear as a 
burning ship on the ocean water, If it was the #23 8.C. -Va. report, 
then it was the furthest south 1t was seen, the previous listing boing 
Charleston, S.C. 

CONCLUSION; Probably tho #23 roport, possibly a now saucer phenomenon. 


#28 ST STEPHEN, S.C; No known aircraft missing, and a metcorite fall 
would be very loud and explosive, Bcoause there were few observers, 
and news accounts are not entirely clear on day and time seen, there is 
a slight possibility 1t was report #23 D.C.-Va, 

CONCLUSION: Possibly report #23, possibly another saucer. 


#29 SOCORRO, N.M: Tho round shape, and the 2 hour hovering period, are 
unknown in aircraft and their capabilities today, The 2 hour hovoring 
period completely rules out the meteor report. The shape and hovoring 
are similar to a ballonn, but no large ones known flying, oxcept 4+ 
small ones that could not be seen over such a great distance, nor would 
they have atramp on top! of the surface. (The ramp description is vory 
interesting because it resembles the famous farmer Trent Mry 1950 photo 
with a similar projection or ramp on its top also.) 

CONCLUSION: Probably a saucer, possibly a weather balloon. 


#30 CORONA, California: Bright Sclf-luminosity, and spherical shape 
resemble no known airplane, nor could a plane porform a zigzag maneuver. 
The zigzag path, and the rising back into sky, cannot be performed by 
any meteor. As a general rule, balloons move fairly regularly in 1 
direction, but slowly across sky, and do not leave a fiery trail behind 
them, (The complex maneuvers suggest some sort of communication attempt 
especially the objects orange color resembling Mars, but no meaning is 
obvious at present, although it occurred the day after the 4 year date. 
CONCLUSION: Probably . foo fighter object, possibly a saucer, 


#31 RICHMOND, California: The great speeds of the objects causing them 
to appear at first as streaks, the spherical shape, and the b_. ght self- 
luminosity resemble no known plane, nor their capabilities. Meteors 

usually appear as streaks increasing in brilliance, and do not slow 

down to suddenly appear as clearcut balls of fire, nor maneuver to level 
off, and travel parallel to the earths surface. Balloons do not travel 
in formation, nor travel so fast as to appear as light-styeaks, nor giv 


off light. (There is sone (Raseubhanc? ob3 peed adgptaing! or globular 
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lightning, but it is so rare that. it is still a@sientific debate as to 
whether it cxists, like the saucere, It is also usually pinkish or 
yellowish, very small from 3-4" to 1 foot in diancter, very slow, 
moving over only a few fect before cxploding. The green color of the 
objects, and the apparent numbor of 3 somewhat resemble 2 of our planct 
charactoristics, but no apparent meaning is obvious.) 
CONCLUSION: Probably foo-fightcrs, possibly saucers or ball ‘lightning. 
al hie 
#32 GREENFIELD, Mass: Sphcrical shnpe and right angle turn do not 
resemble any plane dr capability. .No metcor could make the turn, and 
would not appear. silvery, which is actually not a color, but a 
reflected luster. The sudden great speed it flew off at, and thoir 
formation, are unknown in balloon flight. 
CONCLUSION: Probably saucors in formation. 


#33 STILLVATER, Oklahoman: There is some resomblance to au airplane 
disaster flarc, but no plancs known missing or in danger at time, Thoy 
are not used for amuscoment without reason, since a false alarm causing 
an unnecessary widespread search could call the CAA and USAF down on 
the pilots head, and result in possible loss of his airplane liconso. 
The green coloration is rare in metcor history as mentioned before in 
Review #3, and it.is poseible it wis a sipnal saucer, 

CONCLUSION; Probably a signal saucer rockct, porsibly an airplane flare 


Q TERMINAL ISLAND, California: Sound possiblo caused by a jet planc, 
none Known in area. No known dynamiting in arca, although a marine 
Gano was in area and some ammunition or dynamiting may have been used. 
However, the police search should have found this out. This was the 
third explosion over Los Angeles arca. 

ye ip Possibly military traihing explosion, possibly a saucer 
signal. 


#34 KFYSVILLE, Virginia: Tho cigar shape, and noiselossness are 

unknown in aircraft. A meteor docs not appear silvery, nor cigar shaped, 
as they would be difficult to watch, and brightly solf-luminous. A 
betloon does not travel so fast as to temporarily appear to disappear 
(although it has been observed in rockets), nor would they appear to 

be cigar-shaped. (The short bursts of speed area common sauccr charac- 
teristia, and suggest their powcr is not a stoady force, but an inter 
mittent, or cyclicnl onc, similar to AC current. Sce report #76, SR#3). 
CONCLUSION: Probably a ghost rocket, possibly a saucer secon edgewise. 


R & § DALLAS, Texast Both oxplosions near or on ground, with flashes 
of light, are too low for a Jet pls §: Possibly caused by dynamitors, 
but search by police caught or Mound seracee of anyone, nor clues. 
Although a flash of light was secon, a meteor would also have loft a 
streak of light leading up to explosion, and none secn. 
CONCLUSION:Probably a dynamiter, possibly a saucer acrial sound signal. 


#35 GASSVILLE, Arkensas: The spherical, ringlike shape is unknown in 
airplanes. The 15 minute long duration of flight, complex maneuvcrs 
and lack of brilliance rule out metcors. Tho flat cdge, specds, and 
maneuverability rules out the balloon theory. (This is one of the few 
real saucer reports, and it is intersting to note the barnyard animals 
wore first to see it; would the many scicntists who think saucers are 
hysteria and hallucinations »lso consider the barnyard animals fit only 
for asylums also?) 
CONCLUSEON: Probably saucers,

Meteors appear brilliant, and equally bright over 
their entire surface, and rarely slow enough to watch for 15 seconds. 
The self-luminosity of the odjcct at 10:40 p.m. would rule out balloons, 
CONCLUSION: Probably a saucer, possibly a slow meteor,
